It was 
noted that LOLLY weuld-invelve only a single aircraft as opposed to 
the previous two olane flights in this area, As to LUCETTE and MICHELE, 
ie wis pointed out tchac these flights would not be flown while the 
Soviet niclear test prohibited zone wag atill in effect. in response
